1 . This Office action is in response to the reply filed on December 27, 2008. 

2. Claims 6 through 1 1 are allowed. 

3. Receipt and entry of the amended abstract is hereby acknowledged. 

4. The replacement drawings were also received on December 27, 2008. These drawings however 
are still of poor line quality (particularly with regard to the reference characters) and are objected to for 
the same reasons set forth in the objection to the drawings as cited in the previous Office action

because both the original drawings filed on June 17, 2005 and the replacement drawings filed on 
December 27, 2008 are of unsatisfactory line quality, as previously indicated.
